It  vol-unteers  its  services  to  the  men,  who  offer  theirs  so  unstinting- 
ly,  where  the  basic  principle  of  life  is  involved. 

Mem  .vho  reoider  first  aid  when  the  soil  refuses  to  yield;  when  the  Boll 
Weevil  wages    a. war  of  fr ightf ulness ;  when  the  pig  is  unprofitable;  and  the 
cow  is  threatened    with"hollow-horn" ;  when  seed  degenerate  and  the  Seasons 
are  unkind;  when  Production  is  ;7ounded  or  Progress  would  go  over  the  top. 

In  its  infantile  fashion,  First  Aid  will  babble  correct  dates  to  these 
busy  men,  burdensome  for  them  to  remember  -  but  a  crime  for  them  to  forget. 

Its  desire  is  to  be  strong  -  but  unobtrusive;  to  carry  its  dry  facts 
without  a  groan  -  even  a  little  gaily. 

It  is  unconscious  of  a  particle  of  presumption;  and  its  self-respect 
will  rest  on  a  solid  foundation  when  it  gains  the  approval  of  those  whom  it 
hopes  to  serve.
